When firſt the All-wiſe Being did diſperſe 
His mighty Works quite round the Univerſe, 
The Sun, the Moon, and Stars, created he 
For Signs, for Seaſons, I imes, and Years to be: 
The Sun to rule by Day, the Moon by Night, 
And each illuminate our Globe with Light. 
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{phori ſms concerning the nature of celeſtial Bodies 
their admirable Power and Energy on the 
ſublunary World, on the Air eſpecially. 


OD ALMIGHTY, the great and wiſe 
(3 Creator, bleſſed for ever (for no legitimate phi- 


loſopher or aſtrologer can exclude him) is not 
only in himſelf, but even in his works incomprehenſible. 

Amongſt his other infinitely various operations, he 13 
zimirably diſcovered in the conſtitution of the air, and its 
ſrange viciſſitudes; which the divine word unqueſtionably 
produceth, by a ſecond inferior eauſe or generant. 

The theatre on which theſe alterations are hourly acted. 
being the open air: Mankind hath more eafily arrived at 
ome little apprehenſions of this ſecond cauſe, the region 
in which they are preſented, being ſo near and pervious, 

As reaſonable as it is to believe, that the ſea compre- 
hendeth all the ſeminal cauſes of her productious, and the 
earth of what is bred in her bowels alſo ; ſo natural is it to 
imagine, that the heavens are not idle, but rather give 
ſpirit and influence to all things under their convexity ; 
viz, the air and its regions, with the globe of water and 
earth ; theſe being but minor orbs, all incloſed within 
the vaſt embraces of the major; even as the ſœtus is em- 
braced by the womb, and the membranes that are agnate 
to it. 

The world therefore in all ages hath been convinced, 
that the heavens have no ſmall power on the premiſes, 
and every body within their reſpective incloſures, on the 
air eſpecially, and its phœnomena, the meteors (as they are 
diſtinguiſhed vulgarly into) real or apparant. i 

Of theſe latter, none go about to deny, that the Hea- 
vens are the due efficient, whether halos, rainbows, parelia 
paralelenzz, chaſms, clarities nofturnal, t he morning and 
8 hluſhes of the heavens : but no leſs are they the 
due effective of the former, the real ones (though ſome 
ſceptics carp and deny it) whether clouds, rain, miſt, dews, 
hery trajections, ignis fatui, lighting, thunder, blaſting, 
troſt, ſnows, hail, winds. | 

Of all theſe, whenſoever they happen, whether in mea- 
ture or exceſs, ordinary or prodigious; and theſe again 
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whether hcanogeneous or heterogeneous, homogeneqy, 

ſuch as thoſe dire tempeſts called of old Ecnephia, Ex,. 

dria Fiſtulæ; Plin. hiſt. nat, II 48, 49. (known amongſt 

us by the names of Spouts, Huricanes, Tornados, Trayz- 
dos, c. Cc.) 

The ſame is moſt juſtly acknowledged the cauſe of the 
motion of the ſea, its ebbs and flows, &c. from the pre 
ceeding aphoriſms of the learned Goad, I ſhall aſſert the 
following DILEMMA. 

That no ſtar in heaven was made for Hlumination 
only: they were made for in«ge10:; Influences ; ergo, the 
effluvia of the cæleſtial bodies emanate on all ſublunary 
bodies. 2dly, as all coleſtial bodies are lucid, either by 
an innate or reflex light; and light being not a bare viſible 
quality, but endued with its ſpecifick power, conſequently 
they muſt all ef them have an energy homogeneous to it. 

I cannot better illuſtrate this, than in the words of that 
eminent and learned philoſopher Boyle, in his hiſtory of 
the air.— Generation and corruption being the extremes of 
motion and rarefattion, and condenſation the mean ones: 
he ſhews that the effluvia of the heavenly bodies, as we 
find them, immediately contribute to the latter, mul 
* alſo have a mediate influence on the former ; and con- 
* ſequent, all phyſical bodies be affected thereby. I: i 
evident, that the properties of moiſture, heat, cold, Ec. 
employed by nature to produce the two great effect of 
rarefaction and condenſation, almoſt wholly depend on 
the courſe, motion, poſition, c. of the heavenly bodies. 
And it is alſo clear, that every planet muſt have its own 

proper light, diſtin from that of any other; light not 
being a bare and viſible quality, but endued with its ſpe- 
* cific power. The Sun we know, not only ſhines on all 
* the planets, but by his genial warmth calls forth, excites, 
and raiſes the motions, properties, £c. peculiat᷑ to them, 
and his rays muſt ſhare or receive ſomewhat of the tin 
ture, thereof; and thus tinged, be again reflected into the 
. other parts of the world, and particularly the adjacent 
* hod.es of the planetary ſyſtem; whence, according t 
* the angle, the planets make with that grand luminary, 
* and the degree wherein they are enlightned, either b/ 
* his direct or oblique rays ; together with their diſtance 
and fituation in retpcet to our satth: the powers, 4

tor tinctures proper to each, muſt be tranſmitted hitherto» 
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and have a greater or leſſer effect on ſublunary things... 
vide Mead de imperio Solis, &c. Lune, &c. 

Let Theology itſelf teach us, that the Sun is a great 
miniſter, the light and life of the world ; without it, no 
difference of clime or ſeaſon, no ſpring, no ſummer, no 
autumn ; all time would be winter, horrid winter ; the 
ſea a mountain of ice; the land a flint; and darknefs 
would uſurp his old dominion over both. God gave the 
Sun his royal commiſſion, the which he moſt faithfully 
and juſtly executes, by penetrating and invigorating all 
things; there is nothing in the whole univerſe, that is hid 
from his heat and influence : At his riſe, the morning 
clouds vaniſh, the fog diſſolves, and the dew gently ex- 
hales ; towards mid-day, he brighteneth the air into a 
chearful ſaphire, and gildeth the borders of the very clouds 
with a coſtly limbus; all the earth baſketh in his light, 
while the clay is calcin'd by his heat: when he pleaſeth 
he imprinteth his face on the rocid cloud, and decircinates 
the Iris with his pencil: he draweth the waters as thro? 
an alembeck, and gageth the depths with his beams: the 
currents of the ſeas obſerve his tekuphas, and flock all to 
the place of his reſidence, where he keepeth court, is the 
greateſt conflux, the very ſtreams make haſte to kiſs hisfeet. 
The ſun by his vertical ſtrength raiſeth thunders, and gives 
fire to the priming of the clouds; he raiſeth Zephyrus out 
of his den, which yields a gentle breeze in the eſtival 
morning, and fanneth the huſbandman in the evening. 
It is the potent Sun that baniſheth the moſt ſharp and te- 
dious froſts, and by the power of his ſpell confineth it to 
the ends of the earth; he diſſolveth the deepeſt ſnows, 
and the vapours of the night fly before him, the flowers 
of the field open for his entertainment, and the birds of the 
air obſerve his night watches; they give a ſignal as from 
their watch tower, and chaunt their reveille tothe ſons of 
the night ; all the clients of the ſky flocks after him and 
retreat diſhonourable at his retirement: the life of animals 
ſubſiſt by energy, nay of our immortal ſpirits le 15 ie 
union. (ſaith a learned theologue.)

tion, may pads for raging air. 

IX. Anno 1744, Mercury combuſt the fore part of 
October, wind and rain were then our viſitants. | 

X. Anno 1745. Mercury combult in the fore part of 
Nxvember, and brought with him turbid wind and rain, 
ſharp froſt with ſleet. 

XI. Anno 1746, Mercury ſuffer'd another Combuſtion 
in Scorpio, and brought with him tempeſtuous w ind, daſh- 
ing rain, and ſbarp froſty mornings, 5 

XII Anno 1749, in the beginning of November, Mer- 
cim was combuſt in Scorpio, and accompanied with very 
large and cold rain.

would if my limits did permit, have gone round all the 
Triplicities, Sc. with all the planets, after the ſame 
manner (which is not only a delightful but profitable ſpe- 
culation) and ſhewn you, what planets and parts of hea- 
ven produce fair weather, froſts, ſnows, blites, mildews, , 
Sc. for the heavens themſelves with the fixed ſtars, de- 
note variety of weather; which by the planets bodies or 
beams, are increaſed or abated.
